At Worcester. Kitchen wrecked and fire caused. 

Again at Lewisham. Kitchen basement wrecked, and two girls terribly injured. 

In Brighton, another kitehen completely wrecked. 

Nos. 18 and'15, Hyde Park suffered from explosion. Result—No. 18, three persons very severely injured 

At Liverpool and Dundee, at this date, several explosions happened, with injuries to several persons
